(hotels  and  motels:  personal,  business,  and  re- 
pair services;  amusement  and  recreation  serv- 
ices including  the  motion  picture  industry;  law 
firms;  and  architectural  and  engineering  firms) 
which  operated  in  the  United  States.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Census  of  Business  covers  public  ware- 
houses, dental  laboratories,  travel  agencies, 
and  truck  and  bus  carriers  not  subject  to  eco- 
nomic regulation  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission.

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GENERAL  EXPLANATION 


CENSUS  COVERAGE 

Method  of  coverage — In  the  1967  economic 
censuses,  travel  agencies  were  divided  into 
two  categories — the  "mail"  universe  and  the 
"nonmail"  universe.  The  coverage  of  each 
component  and  the  method  of  obtaining  census 
information  for  these  two  groups  are  described 
below. 

1.  The  "nonmail  universe" — This  group  con- 
sists of  firms  which  were  not  required  to  file  a 
regular  census  return  and  includes  all  "non- 
employer"  firms  with  no  paid  employment  dur- 
ing 1967.  Receipts  information  for  these  firms 
was  obtained  from  1967  Federal  income  tax 
records.  The  census  included  only  those  non- 
employer  firms  which  reported  a  receipts  vol- 
ume of  $1,000  or  more  during  1967  or,  having 
been  in  operation  for  less  than  the  full  year, 
reported  receipts  which  would  have  reached  a 
total  of  $1,000  or  more  on  an  annual  basis. 
Although  representing  almost  20  percent  of  all 
firms,  the  nonemployer  segment  in  1967  ac- 
counted for  only  about  5  percent  of  receipts 
of  all  travel  agencies. 

2.  The  "mail"  universe — Information  for 
firms  in  this  group  was  obtained  basically  by 
means  of  a  mail  canvass.  The  "mail  universe" 
represents  more  than  80  percent  of  all  travel 
agencies  and  accounts  for  nearly  95  percent 
of  the  receipts  of  all  agencies.  It  is  from  firms 
in  this  group  that  specialized  types  of  data  (in 
addition  to  receipts,  annual  payroll,  and  em- 
ployment) were  collected.  Appendix  B  presents 
a  facismile  of  the  report  form  used  in  the  mail 
canvass. 

Classification — Nonemployer  firms  were  classi- 
fied on  the  basis  of  information  supplied  on 
the  Federal  income  tax  returns.  The  classi- 
fication of  firms  in  the  mail  universe  (section  12 
above)  was  based  on  the  primary  source  of  the 
firms  receipts  as  reported  on  the  census  report. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Employment  size — Firms  are  classified  by  size 
according  to  the  number  of  paid  employees  for 
the  pay  period  including  March  12,  1967.  Pro- 
prietors and  partners  are  not  counted  as  paid 
employees  in  determining  employment  size,  nor 
is  their  compensation   included   in   payroll. 


Firm — A  firm  is  a  travel  agency  or  other  busi- 
ness covered  in  this  report.  (See  "Coverage" 
in  the  introduction  to  this  report).  It  includes, 
as  "nonemployer  firms,"  individual  travel 
agents  without  employees. 

Gross  sales — Total  billings  to  customers,  in- 
cluding taxes  and  commissions.  Sales  made 
by  other  agents,  e.g.,  sales  of  tours  by  travel 
agents  for  tour  operators,  are  included  only 
by  the  agencies  making  the  sale  to  the  cus- 
tomer. 

Paid  employees  for  the  pay  period  including 
March  12,  1967 — Paid  employees  consist  of 
the  number  of  employees,  including  salaried 
officers  and  executives  of  corporations,  who 
were  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  including 
March  12,  1967.  Included  are  employees  on 
paid  sick  leave,  paid  holidays,  and  paid  vaca- 
tions. Sole  practitioners  and  partners  of  un- 
incorporated firms  are  not  included.  The  defini- 
tion of  paid  employees  is  the  same  as  used  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  for  purposes  of 
reporting  on  Form  941. 

Payroll  entire  year — Payroll  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  such  as  salaries,  wages,  com- 
missions, bonuses,  vacation  allowances,  sick 
leave  pay,  and  the  value  of  payments  in  kind 
(such  as  free  meals  and  lodgings)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it 
includes  amounts  paid  to  officers  and  execu- 
tives; for  unincorporated  firms,  it  does  not  in- 
clude compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  part- 
ners. Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for 
social  security,  income  tax,  insurance,  dues, 
etc.  This  definition  of  payroll  is  the  same  as 
that  used  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  for 
purposes  of  reporting  on  Form  941. 

Receipts — Includes  commissions  and  other  pay- 
ments received  from  the  sale  of  cruises,  pack- 
age tours,  point-to-point  transportation,  lodg- 
ing, car  rental,  and  other  travel  services.  For 
tour  operators  it  includes  the  difference  be- 
tween operational  costs  and  selling  price  of 
tours.  It  also  includes  receipts  from  nontravel 
services  rendered  and  from  sale  of  merchan- 
dise.   Receipts  do  not  include  amounts  paid  to 
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or  retained  by  the  hotel,  carrier,  etc.,  or  com- 
missions paid  to  other  travel  agents.  Receipts 
may  be  on  a  "cash"  or  "accrual"  basis  in  con- 
formity with  the  firms  accounting  practice.  Total 
receipts  exclude  income  from  investments, 
rental  of  real  estate,  sale  of  fixed  assets,  etc. 

Although  the  count  of  firms  in  this  report 
represents  the  number  in  business  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  the  receipts  figures  include  receipts 
of  all  firms  in  business  at  any  time  during  the 
year.  Data  for  nonemployer  firms  are  included 
in  the  tables  if  they  operated  at  an  annual  re- 
ceipts volume  rate  of  $1,000  or  more;  how- 
ever, receipts  for  part-year  nonemployers  have 
not  been  projected  to  a  full  year's  operation. 

Receipts  size — Firms  are  classified  by  receipts 
size  based  on  volume  of  receipts  in  1967.  For 
the  tables  in  this  report,  receipts  figures  were 
rounded  to  thousands  of  dollars  before  estab- 
lishing the  size  classifications. 

Standard   metropolitan   statistical   areas — The 

standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SM- 
SA's)  for  which  data  are  shown  are  those  de- 
fined by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget.1  A  standard 
metropolitan  statistical  area  is  a  county  or 
group  of  contiguous  counties  (except  in  New 
England)  which  contains  at  least  one  central 
city  of  50,000  inhabitants  or  more,  or  "twin 
cities"  with  a  combined  population  of  at  least

50,000.  In  addition  to  the  county  or  counties 
containing  such  a  city  or  cities,  contiguous 
counties  are  included  in  an  SMSA  if,  accord- 
ing to  certain  criteria,  they  are  essentially 
metropolitan  in  character  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
In  New  England,  towns  and  cities  rather  than 
counties  are  the  units  used  in  defining  an 
SMSA. 

SMSA  population-size  categories  presented 
in  this  report  are  based  on  the  1960  Popula- 
tion Census. 

Legal  form  of  organization: 

Individual  proprietor — A  firm,  or  agency, 
owned  by  one  individual. 

Partnership — A  firm,  or  agency,  owned  by 
two  or  more  persons,  each  of  whom  has  a 
financial  interest  in  the  firm. 

Corporation — A  firm  legally  incorporated  un- 
der State  laws. 

Other  legal  forms — Estates,  receiverships, 
joint  ventures,  cooperatives,  etc.  These  are 
firms  whose  legal  form  of  ownership  is  not  one 
of  those  defined  above.  In  1967  there  were  only 
a  very  small  number  of  travel  agencies  not 
classified  as  individual  proprietors,  partner- 
ships, or  corporations.  Since  the  presentation 
of  separate  data  for  these  firms  would,  in  most 
tables,  result  in  disclosure  in  accordance  with 
Census  rules  (see  "Introduction"),  data  for 
these  firms  are  combined  with  "corporations."
